AFTER HE WAS released from Dal- 
las County jail on SI .500 txmd. Smith told 
a press conference at bis attorney’s office 
that he bad been available to talk with 
Garrison about the Kennedy assassination 
plot investigation three different times. 

“Since he refused to talk to me with 
my attorney present, 1 am going to fight 
extradition to the State of Louisiana,** 
Smith said.
